of congress. 
For the second tim e he 
left his ow n office in the W hite H ou se 
and Jou rneyed 
to the Capitol, this 
tim e for an hou r and a half confer­ 
ence w ith 
D em ocratic 
m em b ers 
of 
the Benate finance com m ittee. 
At its conclu sion the presid en t s ta t­ 
ed frankly to n ew spaper men tha t he 
and 
m em b ers of 
the 
se n a te w ere 
agreed tha t nothing stood in the w ay 
of harm oniou s su pport of the “imrty 
pla tform ” as to tariff revision. 
T he 
se n ate situ ation 
was 
canv assed 
in 
detail at the conference. 
T he d a n ­ 
gers tha t m ight thre a te n a single b ill, 
shou ld the opponents of free su gar 
and free wool com b ine In su fficient 
stre n gth to en d an ger the D em ocratic 
m ajority in the senate, w ere discu ssed 
b u t no agre e m e n t was reached tha t 
b inds the s e n a te leaders to any defi­ 
nite line of action. 
W hile the s e n a te conference w as in 
progress 
the fu ll 
D em ocratic m em ­ 
b ership of the hou se w as in cau cu s at 
the other end of the Capitol, discu ss­ 
ing the details of the tariff b ill, tho 
first schedu le of which w as agreed to 
w ithou t change. 
R epresen tativ e U n ­ 
derw ood, 
the 
D em ocratic lead er of 
the hou se, stated a t the conclu sion of 
the cau cu s 
tha t the tariff revision 
wou ld go throu gh the 
hou se as a 
single hill. 


Ignores Ancient Precedent. 


T he presid en t again ignored long 
stan d in g preced en t In seeking a legis­ 
lative con feren ce w ithin the Capltel. 
H e m et the sen a tors in the presid en t’s 
room, nea r the sen ate cham b er, w here 
presid ents have long com e to sign the 
last b ills of a dying congress. 
At the end of the conference the 
president, with dem ocratic simplicity, 
stopped in the sen ate corridor to tell 
new spaper 
men 
the 
resu lts of the 
meeting. 
M em b ers 
of 
the 
senate 
finance com m ittee had agreed that the 
president shou ld b e the only s[>okes- 
m an for the conference. 
“ I hope the sen ators and re pre se n ta ­ 
tives will perm it me to com e here fre­ 
qu ently and confer with them in 
a 
way to save their tim e and m ine,” he 
said. 
“At ou r conference we were 
discu ssing the tariff. 
T he n e t resu lt 
is, we d on’t nee any difficu lty ab ou t

party program .” 
T he presid en t was asked If the con­ 
ference had decided w hether the tariff 
wou ld b e revised in a single b ill or 
schedu le b y schedu le. 
"T ha t’s a m a tte r for the othe r end 
of the Capitol," he answ ered, pointing 
to the hou se side. 
"R u t they will b e gu ided b y you r 
advice, will they n ot?” he w as asked 
b y the n ew spaper men. 
"1 hav e n ’t isked them ,” rejoined the 
presid en t w ith a smile.

April 10.—T he first active 
m ove in preparation for a gre a t gen­ 
eral strik e to enforce the gra n t of 
m anhood 
su ffrage

Belgiu m was 
m ade b y sending ou t of the cou ntry 
m any of the 300,000 or 400,009 w ork­ 
e rs w ho will lay down tools on Mon­ 
day, April 14, a t the b idding of the 
Socialist party. 
It is ex pected tha t the train service 
will cease or b e greatly Im peded after 
Su nday. 
A ccordingly 
the 
wives, 
d au ghters and 
you ng 
b oys of hu n­ 
d red s of w orkm en are crossing the 
frontiers on every train, placing the 
noncoml*atnnts, as it w ere, In safety 
in n eu tral states. 
Offers of provision­ 
al 
hom es ab road have arrived this 
week a t the ra te of 1,000 dally and 
the directing com m ittee of the strik e 
ha s received 11,000 offers thu s far, 
6,000 from France, 4,000 from Holland 
and 1,000 from G erm any. 
T rad e has increased in all kinds of 
preserved foods, b eans, rice and flou r, 
and the sales of illu m inating oils and 
candles have tripled. 
T he strik e has b een decided on b y 
the Belgian Socialist party as the lost 
d e sperate m easu re to m ake the gov­ 
e rn m e n t give Belgiu m a system of 
m u nhood su ffrage instead of the sys­ 
tem of plu ral voting now In practice. 
If it su cceeds it will d em on stra te the 
practicab ility of the strik e as a po­ 
litical weai>on.

In cu stom s du ties. 
W hen the D em ocrats u ndertook to 
revise the tariff a b ou t tw en ty years 
ago there w as a grou p of men in the 
sen ate w ho w ou ld not perm it su ch re­ 
du ctions on 
certain 
articles as the 
hou se D em ocrats and P resid ent Cleve­ 
land w anted, 
b u t there is no su ch 
grou p now. 
At least it is not strong 
enou gh to assert itself an d hold u p the 
b ill which the hou se m ay pass. 
So mething o f a Surprise. 
T he tariff b ill is som ething of n su r­ 
prise to a grea t m any persons. 
They 
had no idea tha t the redu ctions wou ld 
go fu rthe r thHn the b ills of the last 
congress, and scarcely any one b e­ 
lieved tha t free su ga r wou ld b e in ­ 
clu ded in th» ‘ program . 
T o add fr<*e 
wool, steel rails and m ost of the ng 
rlcu ltnrnl produ cts to the free list Is 
going m u ch fu rthe r tha n w as antici­ 
pated b y inanv persons w ho hollered 
tha t the D em ocrats wou ld a t first try 
n mild revision. 
It wns assorted thu t the tariff hills 
of the Inst congress w ere largely for 
"show " pu rposes a nd tha t when the 
I D em ocrats cam e into pow er they wou ld 
1 not go so far as those b ills Indicated. 
Now tha t they hove gone fu rther there 
is a deal of u neasiness am ong the a r­ 
d en t friends of protection.

Washington, April IO.—In the inter­ 
est of success for the Democratic tar­

stepped over another obstacle in the 
way of perfect harmony between the 
White House and the directing forces 
of congress. 
For the second time he 
left his own office In the White House 
and Journeyed to the Capitol, this 
time for an hour and a half confer­ 
ence with 
Democratic members of 
the senate finance committee. 
At its conclusion the president stat­ 
ed frankly to newspai>er men that he 
and 
members of 
the 
senate were 
agreed that nothing stood In the way 
of harmonious support of the ‘‘party 
platform” as to tariff revision. 
The 
senate situation 
was 
canvassed 
in 
detail at the conference. 
The dan­ 
gers that might threaten a single bill, 
should the opponents of free sugar 
and free wool combine In sulHcleut 
strength to endanger tho Democratic 
majority in the senate, were discussed 
but no agreement was reached that 
binds the senate leaders to any defi­ 
nite line of action. 
While the senate conference was in 
progress the full 
Democratic mem­ 
bership of the house was In caucus at 
the other end of the Capitol, discuss­ 
ing the details of the tariff bill, tho 
first schedule of which was agreed to 
without change. 
Representative Un­ 
derwood. the Democratic leader of 
the house, stated at the conclusion of 
the caucus that the tariff revision 
would go through the house as a 
single bill. 


Ignores Ancient Precedent. 
The president again ignored long I 
standing precedent In seeking a legis- ; 
lntive conference within the Capitol. ; 
He met the senators in the president’s 
room, near the senate chamber, where i 
presidents have long come to sign the 
last bills of a dying congress. 
At the end of the conference the 
president, with democratic simplicity, 
stopped In the senate corridor to tell 
newspaper men the results of the 
meeting.

man for the conference. 
“I hope the senators and representa­ 
tives will permit me to come here fre­ 
quently and confer with them in a

way to save their time and mine,” he 
said. 
"At our conference we were 
dlaeuBSing the tariff. 
The net result 
is. we don't see any difficulty about 
standing together on any sort of a 
party program.”

The president was asked lf the con­ 
ference had decided whether the tariff

London, April IO.—The great pow­ 
ers will make certain concessions to 
the Balkan allies In an endeavor to 
bring about peace. 
The concession to 
Bulgaria is the acceptance of her pro­ 
posal that the frontier of the Ottoman 
empire shall be a straight line be­ 
tween JCnos and Media, Instead of fol­ 
lowing the course of the Ergene and 
Miritsa rivers, as the powers first sug­ 
gested. 
While reserving the status of the 
Aegean islands 
for 
future determi­ 
nation by the powers they seek to 
placate Greece by giving assurances 
that a majority of them will be ceded 
to her. 
The powers also reserve the ques­ 
tion of war Indemnity settlement to a 
financial commission to meet in Paris. 
They insist upon fixing the boundaries 
of Albania themselves.
